Woman’s Council of M. E.

Stock Pools Feel Slashes 
By Copper and Oil Concerns 


Developments Though 
Rough on Pools Were 
Highly Constructive 


nancial Situation.

New York, April 11.—(By Consti- | 
tution Leased Wire.)—-Two develop- | 


ments occurred today which made | 


rough going for stock pools, but | 
which were highly constructive from | 
the view point of the general indus- 
trial and financial situation. Penn- 
sylvania Crude Oil, which ts the ree 
ognized leader of the crude oil mar- 
was cut 25 cents a barrel and 
copper producers cut the price of 
their product from 17 34 cents a 
pound to 17 1-4 cents. In the case 
of copper, it was found that buyers 
refused tu follow the price advances. 
The recent advances in crude oil 
greatly over-stimulated production. 
Thus some of the smartest oil men 
in the country who are also heavily 
invyolyed in oil pool stock operations 
with the publie stubborniy refusing 
to come in misjudged the oil stock 
and money market situation. With- 
in the past few days stock pool man- 
agers have been warned that the 
money market conditions made it nec- 
essary for them to put their foot on 
the soft pedal. Many of our big men 
here who are prominent in the oil 
induatry are also prominent in cop- 
per. Today’s beaviest Jiquidation in 
the stock market, was in the pool oii 
shares. And it was the pools made up 
largely of insiders, not the public, 
which got the licking. 

When members of the Forty club, 
including some insiders jn Sinelair, 
formed a pool with 500,0C0 shares 
buying power, some months ago, It 
was then believed by insiders in Sin- 
clair that the dividend would be in- 
creased at today’s meeting of direc- 
tors. Only the regular quarterly pay- 
ment of 50 cents, however, was de- 
e'nred. There is no question, but 
Sinclair bas earned enough during 
the past year to permit a substantial 
increase in its dividend. But within 
the past month important changes 
have occurred in the oil and stock 
market situation. The prices of crude 
oil instead of continuing to advance 
have begun to decline. And instead 
of coming into the market as had 
been expected, the public has contin- 
leaving the pools to 
hold the bag at hizvher pricese. To 
increase any dividend today, from fhe 
viewpoint of stock pool managers, 


' would only be a useless waste of val- 


uable speculative material. 
Secs No Steel Increase. 

President Topping, of the Republie, 
has: Jong been looked upon in Wall 
street banking circles as one of the 
ablest men in the steel industry. At 
today’s meeting @& shareholders, Pres 
ident Topping said that in view of 
existing labor conditions a further 
increase in stee] production was im- 
probable. Any further expansion in 
demand, he said, would simply in- 
crease the shortage. Prices, he said, 
are likely to go higher because of 
higher operating costs, including fuel, 
raw materials and labor. 

With interest rates for money in 
the open market advancing between 
the end of February and the end of 
March the average ef 66 bonds declin- 
ed 1.15 points, according to fizures 
made public today by the New York 
Trust company. During the same pe- 
riod no change occurred in the aver- 
aze price of 103 stocks. The case of 
bonds those classified as foreign gov- 
ernment and city, were the only ones 
to show an increase, the gain being 
23 of a point. Liberty and Victory 
issues were down for the month .50 of 
a point; Publie Utility issues were 
down 1.35; industrials, 1.72;  rail- 
yoy 1.73; telegraph and telephone, 

While the average of the 103 stocks 
shows no change for the month, the 
changes in classified stocks are strik- 
ing. Coppers were off .09; sugar 
shares down .84; oils, .88; rails, 
2.09; New York Bank and Trust 
company shares, 2.45: tobacco, 4.92. 
The gains were as follows: Leather 
and shoe, .20; railroad equipment, 
1.32; shipping. 1.45; iron and steel, 
1.45; rubber, 2.18; motors, including 
accessories, 4.43. 

Reversal of Markets. 


Since the end of March there has 
been a complete reversal of the hond 
and stock markets as a whole. What 
appears to have been buying of Lib- 
erty and Victories by the government 
to create better sentiment in antici- 
pation of the heavy nearby govern- 
ment refunding checked the decline 
in the bond market and -turned prices 
upward. On the other hand, there 
has been a break of several points 
in the stock market. 

Since the beginning of this month, 
despite the upward price movement 
in the bond market, there has been 
an increase, in unmistakable signs of 
growing congestion. The president 
of the stock exchange frankly admit- 
ted that part of the existing heavy
